REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Remark 

• This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on December 15, 2009, which 
has been entered into the file. 

• By this amendment, the applicant has amended claims 22-26. 

• Claims 22-26, 30-37, and 39-41 remain pending in this application. 

Reasons For Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered none has disclosed an arrangement for display with selectable three-dimensionally visible or 
two-dimensional modes that is comprised of an illuminating device emitting light, a filter array having 
transparent and opaque area segments, a transmissive image display device on the image viewing side of 
the filter array and a diffusing layer arranged on the image viewing side of the image display device that 
the diffusing layer and the image display device substantially rigidly connected to each other wherein the 
a distance between the filter array and the diffusing layer is variable such that in a first position, the 
distance "a" the structure imparted by the filter array to the light originating from the illuminating device 
is essentially cancelled to provide a two-dimensional image and in a second position, the diffusing layer is 
in close proximity to the filter array such that the structure imparted by the filer array to the light 
originating from the illuminating device is essentially not cancelled such that the image display device 
shows a image that is in the three dimensional.
